Yangvand Mukden and they are alio oc- 
cupying strong positions along the Yalu. 
A Japanese column between them would 
be in a desperate strait unless it moved 
by the flank to take the Russians on tho 
Yalu in the rear and was .energetically 
supported by a forward Japanese move- 
ment from Korea. 


AFRAID TO GIVE BATTLE. 


TDK 10, 
March 10.—The report 
of 


Vice Admiral Kumimura. in command of 
the Vladivostok naval expedition, reach- 
ed the navy department here early this 
morning. It evidently mine by way of 
Gensan, where the squadron ivas expect- 
ed to call upon iU return. The report 
throws little additional light upon the. 
movement, except it .seems to show that 
the Russian squudron- remained safely 
within Vladivostok 
harbor under 
the 


protection of tho shore batteries. Ad- 
•'miral Knmimura says that he bombard- 
ed tho harbor for forty minutes and be- 
lieves the fire was very effective.

two in the afternoon and the firing was 
kepi, up about forty minutes. He be- 
lieves the bombardment, was 
effective 


and demoralizing to 
the ' enemy. The 


Russian forts did not reply to the Jap- 
anese fire.

Japanese cruisers subsequently rocon- 


noitered several adjacent places on the 
coast but found no trace of the enemy. 


The full report of Vice Admiral Knm- 


imuni, who commanded the second Jap- 
anese squadron says: 
As pre-arranged we reached the east en- 
trance to Vladivostok on the morning 
of March 0, through' a frozen sea. The 
enemy's ships were" not seen outside the 
harbor. We approached the batteries 
on the northeast const from a point be- 
yond the range of the batteries on .Bal- 
i-.an promontory ' and Bosphorns strait. 
After bombarding the inner liarbor forty 
minutes, from 1:30 o'clock in the after- 
noon, we retired. I believe the 
bom- 


liardment effected considerable damage. 
Soldiers were seen but the land batter- 
ies did not reply 
to 
our fire. Black 


smoke was obierved nt the east en- 
trance to the harbor about five .o'clock 
p. m. and was thought to be from the 
enemy's ships, but this smoke gradually 
disappeared. 


On the morning of March 7 we rccon- 


noitered America, bay iuid Strelok bay

nothing 
unusual.

proached the cast entrance to Vladivo- 
stok at noon. The enemy's ships were 
invisible and tho batteries did not -fire. 
We turned toward Possiet bay, but not 
seeing the enemy retired.

There 
has been much apprehension over what 
the negroes might do after tho troops 
leave,, but that anxiety is now less in- 
tense as both whites and negroes secra 
to have had enough of mobs this week. 
While the licenses of colored doalers 
were revoked yesterday, all saloons are 
kept closed. The troops on duty last 
night kept the crowds on the move and 
finally dispersed them. Tho force of the 
militia is much stronger today. The sit- 
uation is well controlled.

RAIN THIS MORN ING 


ADDS TO FLOOD MENACE 


ugr Emma Bloecner May be 


Used to Break Up the Jams 


as Far as Head Street 


Bridge. 


Flood conditions along Root river be- 


came more alarming.today than at any 
time during the ppring. While no heavy 
damage has yet resulted, there is cause 
for apprehension. Rain of several hours 
duration caused streams of water 
to 


flow from the surrounding country, down 
the lulls and into the big river. When- a 
Journal reporter made :v tour -this morn- 
ing things were booming in the famous 
old Root. Tee was piled up .from three 
to ten feet high in places and.the cur- 
rent was from seven to eight, miles. On 
the low lands west of the .Luther High 
school and college the owners of proper- 
ty ore out digging ditches to let the wa- 
ter run off. 


Just north of the West Sixth street 


bridge, in the west channel there is an 
old dam. The ice has.jammed against 
this obstruction and is estimated to be 
ten feet thick and extending about fifty 
feet and way across the stream. It is 
expected this dam will give way at any 
hour. In that.event the. ice will float 
down and carry away, a foot bridge be- 
low, rush-under the bridge, which is in 
no danger, clog above' cedar bend and_ 
cause' n. tremendous jam and Jlbod~thV 
country above. 


In the east channel of the stream 


north of the bridge thej'ce is also jamm- 
ed nnd the Sage flat* nt Liberty street 
arc flooded to the depth of throe feet. 
Outside of this lands are not generally 
flooded nnd free of water, but damage 
is feared later on. 


HILKER FLATS FLOODED. 


Below the bridge the Bilker flats arc 


flooded to the depth of from three to 
five feet, but .the brick yards have no. 
water in them to speak of. On these 
flats there are hundreds upon hundreds 
of sea gulls 'and many wild duck?, and 
when tho gulls alight and rise, the noise 
reminds one; o f - a coming wind storm.' 
There is plenty of feed here, the small 
fish seeking the water to escape the cur- 
rent of the river. 


At cedar bend there.is a small jam of 


ice, but the -water appears to be flow- 
ing On top of'Solid ice and rapidly. Down 
ns far as tho large Chicago & North- 
•\vestcrn railway bridge immense cakes 
of ice can be seen piled np. .but the Her- 
riek flats and other low lands are free 
of any water and it docs not appear as if 
the flood could do much damage in this 
quarter, as the snow on the hillsides has 
mostly disappeared. At Jones 
street 


there is some ice, but not at all danger- 
ously jammed. 


HULK HOLDS ICE. 


Between the big Northwestern bridge 


nnd West Sixth .street, the ice is jam- 
med some. The hulk of the old 
scow 


Mt. Vcrn'on lays Out in the stream and 
holds the ice from coming down through 
the west channel, only the east-channel, 
and small in vridth' at that, being open.' 
Here there is an unusually strong cur- 
rent and when tho ice does come down 
a bad jam can be .expected.

West Sixth and Mead street bridges and 
there fire dangerous complications for a 
jn.ni at Mead street, but there are chan- 
ces of tha ice-passing., away ..without 
damage ,that now looks <paitc certain.

RAID AND BURN LEVEE. 


Late last night 1,500 whites, all arm- 


ed, raided and burned the levee, the ne- 
gro settlement, and threatened to drive 
every negro out of town. A solid block 
of buildings was burned. 


There were several minor clashes dur- 


ing the evening, and alarmed by rioting 
and threats. Mayor Bowius called on 
Gov.

POLICE SEEMED HELPLESS.

vague unrest in every quarter of the 
city. The body of the lynched negro was

in a little undertaking shop. ' Through 
the forenoon fully 10,000 people went 
in to see it. The police been me alarmed, 
but seemed helpless to meet the emer- 
gency. 


At noon the undertaking office was 


closed. 
But the crowds on the street 


did not disperse. At

were reports of threatened trouble fly- 
ing thick and fast, and the crowds on 
the street grew larger. 
Then came a 


rumor that the negroes -would attempt 
to burn the city, and the. insurance men 
appealed to Mayor Bowius to protect 
them.. -The police -were in a state bor- 
dering on panic after their' horrible ex- 
perience, nt the jail the night before. 
They had been without sleep, were ner- 
vous, aud at a high • tension. They also 
turned to the. mayor, nnd a meeting of 
the city council was called. Meantime 
the rio'ting had begun 'and it was seen 
that only troops could prevent serious 
trouble. 
' At 11:20 the threats of the mob, fre- 
quently miide through the day and even- 
ing, finally were made good, nnd a vol- 
ume of flnmc was seen to shoot up from 
the rear of a place occupied by "Tec" 
Thomas, a saloon keeper. For half an 
hour previous the mob had amused it- 
self by shooting nt (.he front 
of the 


building from a distance of not more 
than 100 feet. The lire spread both ways 
from Thomas' place.

MRS. RIPLEY BURNED TO DEATH 


loncer llesident-. or Salem FaHt Wblle

Mrs. Betsey Riple'y, widow of the latis 


jamuel Kipley and a pioneer resident of 
he town of Salem, was burned to death 
.it the homo of liev sou, Everett Ripley, 
a half mile south oi Salem station, just 
jcfore 11 o'clock Wednesday night, The 
tccident was one of the mo»t frightful 
,hat ever occurred in tho county. 


Mrs. Riploy had retired for the night, 


but shortly before the accident occurred 
,ier son heard her leave her room and 
walk towards the pantry of the bouse. 
She stopped in one of the bed rooms and 
picked up a small lamp to light the way. 
Just as the aged lady went into the 
pantry she slipped and fell. Tho lamp 
dropped to the floor and an explosion 
followed immediately. The burning, oil 
,.-aa poured all over the prostrate form 
of Mrs. Rinlcy and before 
she could 


move from the place her clothing was in 
flames. Her cries brought the son to 


resign, who had been in the employ of 
the institution for many years, and the 
seeming willingness of those about the 
capitol. to avoid the subject entirely, 
would tend to show that some responsi- 
bility • has been secretly 
attached 
to 


someone. Inasmuch as Valuable records, 
owned by the people" of'the state were 
destroyed, it is only fair to the people 
of the state to let them know whether 
the fire was the' result of gross careless- 
ness or not. 


Efforts have teen made to attach the 


responsibility "to the Madison fire de- 
partment, which, did splendid service as 
soon as it was called. This attempt is 
resented by the.city authorities w"ho are 
earnest in their request for a thorough 
investigation which they believe 
will 


fully exonerate the department from any 
criticism. If no action is taken by tlie 
administrationt 'within whose power it 
lies, it wouldrlaypear that the authori- 
ties ore content'to remain in ignorance, 
or else desire'to 'keep secret "the cause 
of the fire which so impoverished the 
state departments and caused such a tre- 
mendous loss -to the taxpayers of Wis- 
consin. 


ALLIED TOWERS "FIRST 


Ten1 Y^ars Beiore United States 


Will Begin to Share in 


Venezuelan Award. 


HARRISBTJRG, Pa., March 10.—Four 


unidentified men were burned, to death 
in a box car containing gasoline which 
caught fire at Branch intersection, ten 
miles cast of this city today. Two oth- 
ers, George Klinger of Harrisburg, and 
William C. Liter, of Lewiston, barely 
escaped with their lives, their bodies and 
clothes being badly burned. • 


The men were employed on the Penn- 


sylvania railroad improvements at En- 
ola, and were being sent to -Bainbridgc 
to clear the ice from the tracks. One

were carried contained five barrels o,f 
gasoline and 'other lighting materials to 
be used for night work.

One of the 


men struck a match to light his pipe 
while near one of the gasoline barrels. 
A spark must have landed on the bar- 
rel, for in an instant the interior of the 
car was a ficrj' furnace. 


The men awakened by the intense heat 


could not at once realize their situation. 
There was a scramble to get out, but 
four 
w'ore 
unsuccessful. They 
were 


trampled on by tlie others and their tod- 
ies ware afterward found burned to a 
crisp.

After bombarding the inner harbor forty 
minutes, from 1 :oO o'clock in the after- 
noon, we retired.

bardment effected considerable damage. 
Soldiers wore seen but the land,batter- 
ies did not reply to -our fire. Black 
sinokn was observed at the east en- 
tranci; to the harbor about fiyejo'clock 
p. m. and-was thought to be from the 
enemy's ships, but this smoke gradually 
disappeared. 


On the morning of March 7 we reeon-

GROWS WORSE 
error RIVER 


There is Cause tor Serious,Com- 


prehension as Seen by Trip 


Along the Stream. 


EAIN THIS MORNING 


ADDS TO FLOOD MENACE 


Fishing fug Emma Bloeeher May be 


Used to Break Up the Jams 


as Far as Head Street 


Bridge. 


Flood conditions along Root river be- 


came more alarming.today than at any 
time during the spring. While no heavy 
damage haa yet resulted, there is cause 
for apprehension. Bain of several hours 
duration caused streams' of water to 
flow from the surrounding country, down 
the lulls and into the big river. When' a 
Journal reporter made a tour -this morn- 
ing things were booming in tlie famous 
old Root. lee was piled up from three 
to ten feet high in places and the cur- 
rent was from seven to eight, miles. On 
the low lands west of the Luther High 
school and college the owners of proper- 
ty arc out digging ditches to let the wa- 
ter run off. 


Just north of the West Sixth street 


bridge, in the west channel there is an 
old dam. The ice has. jammed against 
tliis obstruction and is estimated to be 
ten feet thick and extending about fifty 
feet and way across the stream. It is 
expected this dam will give way at any 
hour. In that event the. ice will float 
down and carry away, a foot bridge be- 
low,, rush,, under the bridge,, which ;is in 
no danger, clog above cedar bend and 
cause ;i tremendous janl "and flood~tn*e 
country'"above." 


In the east channel.of 
the stream 


north of the bridge thejce is also jainnv 
ed and tlie Sage flats at Liberty street 
are flooded to the depth of three feet. 
Outside of thia lands are not generally 
flooded and free of water, but damage 
is feared later on. 


HILKER FLATS FLOODED. 


Below the bridge the Hilker flats are 


flooded to the depth of from three to 
five feet, but the brick yards have no 
water in them to speak of. On these 
flats there are hundreds upon hundreds 
of sea gulls 'and many wild ducks, and 
when the gulls alight and rise, the noise 
reminds 'one' of- a co'friing 'Wind storm/ 
There is plenty of feed here, the smalt 
fish seeking" tlie water to escape the cur- 
rent of the river. 


At cedar bend there,is a small jam of 


ice, but the water appears to be flow- 
ing on top of=solid ice and rapidly. Down 
as far as the large Chicago & North- 
western railway bridge immense cakes 
of ice can be seen piled up, .but the Hcr- 
rick flats and other low lauds arc free 
of any water and it docs not appear as if 
the flood could do much damage in this 
quarter, as the snow on the hillsides lias 
mostly disappeared. At Jones street 
there is some ice, but not at all danger- 
ously jammed. 


HULK HOLDS ICE. 


Between the big Northwestern bridge 


and West Sixth .street, the ice is jam- 
med some. The hulk of the old scow 
Mi. Vernon lays out in the stream and 
holds the ice from coming down through 
the west channel, only the east channel, 
and small in width at that, being open. 
Here there is an unusually strong cur- 
rent and when the ice does come down 
a bad jam can be .expected. 


Sonic ice has jammed bchyeen" the 


West Sixth and Mead street bridges and 
there ore dangerous complications for a 
jam at Mead street, but there are chan-

FLOOD MENACE IS WORSE

Wilkesbarr^ Under Three 


Feet Water. 


WILKESBARRE, Pa., March 9.—The 


flood situation here is more serious than 
that of yesterday. 9t 9 o'clock today 
the river was 30 feet and C inches above 
low water mavk. The big gorge at Nan- 
ticokc remains intact. The temperature 
has fallen 20 degrees within the last five 
hours and should bring some relief. 


After the ioe at' Pittsburg broke at 


midnight and began to move the river 
rdse "rapidly. River street, 
the main 


residential thoroughfare of the city is 
under three feet of water. The back- 
water has reached' the business section 
of the city. The press rooms of the 
newspapers ore flooded and it was with 
difficulty that today's editions eould fcie 
issued, there being several feet of water 
in the press room. The people living in 
the lowlands who remained 
in 
their 


homes thinking the worst was over, had 
to be rescued by the police in boats early 
this morning. 


LOSS WILL BE ENORMOUS.

vail all along the river as far as Dan- 
ville, fifty miles below here, and the loss 
to property will be greater than that 
sustained in any

town along the river front has escaped. 
At Plymouth the greatest damage was 
done. Hundreds of houses in the south- 
ern part of • the to«'n have had their 
foundation walls weakened and it is 
feared that the high water will . carry 
away the superstructures. Main street 
the principal business thoroughfare of 
the town was a small river and all traf- 
fic is conducte dby boats. .Every, mer- 
chant in the town has sustained heavy 
losses. 


At Ncscopeck, 30 families 
had 
to 


leave their homes. 


The villflge of Eepy, near Bloomsburg, 


is completely surrounded by water and 
the residents are imprisoned in their 
homes. 


The ice gorge at Clark's island below 


the town of Catawissa, has forced the 
water into Front and Water streets and 
scores of families have been compelled 
to take refuge with their neighbors who 
live.on higher ground. 


The water at Bloomsburg now extends 


up Leonard street as fur as Third street. 
Many of the industries of the town are 
located in that section and today it was 
found that the boiler rooms were flood- 
ed, putting out the fire and rendering it 
impossible to start the machinery. The 
cellars and first floors of hundreds of 
dwelling houses are under water. The 
damage to property will be heavy. 


8,000 MINERS ARE 'IDLE. 


There is almost a complete suspension 


of mining .throughout the valley. The 
water is flowing into the collei'ios faster 
than it can be pumped out. As. .a re- 
sult fully 8,000 miners arc idle today.

Collis died' at noon yesterday; and there

WASHINGTON GOSSIP. 


Wellman in Record-Herald: There is 


a great deal of gossip among senators 
as to. the fate o.f Senator.Smoot of Utah! 
Leading Republican senators, some of 
oE them on the committee on privileges 
and elections snd others non-members, 
say nothing yet has appeared 'on which 
could be properly'based a vote to unseat 
Mr. Smoot. The best lawyers in the sen 
ate, it is said, arc agreed that a senator 
duly elected cannot be deprived of his 
sent on any such statement of facts as 
liose shown in this affair. To do so, 
hey aver, would be to set up a danger- 
ous precedent. If a .man may not hold 
a seat in the United States senate be- 
cause he has taken an oath to support a 
church, » secret society or some cause 
vith which he is connected, no one can 
orcsee to what lengths that .doctrine 
might be carried. They go further and 
ay one cannot be adjudged incompc- 
ent to sit in the United States senate 
because some of his assorts tes have com- 
nitted crimes or misdemeanors or have 
countenanced them. 
It is doubtless 


true that, notwithstanding the sensa- 
tional and unpleasant admissions made 
by President Smith on the stand, » ma- 
jority of the senate, or «t least a largo 
majority of the Republican senators, ad- 
mit they can Me no ground for unseat- 
ing. 


At the same time the opponents of 


Senator Smoot arc determined and de- 
clare they have not as yet brought all 
their evidence to bear. They expect to 
lay great stress upon their claim that 
his oath as an apostle of the Mormon 
church is of such character and binding 
force as to render it impossible for him 
to be loyal to the United States. There 
is tremendous pressure upon the senate 
from popular sources to unseat Smoot, 
and the ease, already celebrated, will bo 
fought to the bitter end. It is now fear- 
ed that such heated and extended dis- 
cussion will ensue when the case gets 
before the senate that it will be impos- 
sible to bring the session of congress to 
an end by the 1st of May, as Imd been 
planned by the lenders. 


One feature of the Smoot affair is pro- 


voking a good deal of comment. It is 
the apparent determination of the Dem- 
ocratic side of tho senate to oust him 
from his scat. Senator Dubois of Ida- 
ho, a member of the election committee, 
is acting virtually as a prosecutor. Mr. 
Dubois.admits to his friends that., ho 
thinks it would be "good politics" to un- 
seat the senator from Utah and that it 
would help tho Democratic party in the 
far west. He says Smoot wo.s elected 
through a- deal of the Mormon church 
with the Republican party, and he wants 
to rebuke that ill-assorted bargain by 
depriving the beneficiary'of it of his seat 
in the senate. So far as is known, most 
of the Democratic senators are opposed 
to Smoot, not so much on the merits of 
the case as because they believe ithey' 
can force the Republicans to bear .the, 
onus of standing by him. The introduc- 
tion of this political element to the case 
both hurts and helps Smoot. The best 
informed senators say they believe th« 
'Republican.majority or the greater part 
of it will have tho courage to stand be- 
fore popular sentiment and the great 
pressure the women of the" country ire 
bringing to bear, and vote in favor.of i

•WISCONSIN WHA 1YIN OUT. 


Racine is obliged to Senator Quarlea 


and Congressman Cooper for the excel- 
lent work they have done in behalf of 
the Racine site for the proposed naval 
training school. It was clearly shown 
by Mr. Cooper that the commission had 
not complied ,with the terms of their 
appointment which was to select a site, 
but had made their report in svich a man- 
ner thaf without naming the location, 
the department would have no other re- 
source but to select the Chicago site, 
which was to 
cost 
approximately 
a 


thousand dollars per acre, far in excess 
of the -cost of other nnd ranch better 
sitca. Had no contesting 
voice been 


raised on the strength of the prejudiced 
report Racine could have had no chance 
whatever. However, through the work 
of our congressman, the house threw out 
the recommendation for the $250,000 on 
a point of order, and the naval bill went 
to the senate where the item was at once 
restored. 


Here the work of Senator Quarles be- 


gan and a fresh start was argued should 
bo made. The senator prop'osed 
the 


president appoint a new commission of 
three members, but of which member- 
ship no one should come, from any state 
bordering upon Lake Michigan. It was 
proven in the debate between Mr. Foss 
and Mr. Cooper ns well ns in the senate 
that the Racine site had not been given 
the common decency of an examination 
except from the distance of a mile, and 
further disclosed that our congressman 
had personally been present with: the 
committee on both occasions and there- 
fore talked straight from the book. To 
return to the senate proceedings,-Sena- 
tor Quarles contending ..fat, his amend- 
ment that a now commission be chosen 
criticised the old board for its failure 
not only to definitely recommend the 
purchase price, but also .for not naming 
the site. He said the Lake Bluff site 
wp.a objectionable because of being so 
near to the center of the Chicago manu- 
facturing district, because of the exces- 
sive price demanded, and because of the 
further fact an additional $100.000 would 
be necessary for lake shore protection 
The senator did not forget to mention 
the little circumstance that the Lake 
Bluff pointers in the report were there 
because of the natural feeling on the 
part of the commission that. Congress- 
man Foss being chairman of the naval 
committee held the purse strings, and 
therefore the selection had not been bas- 
ed upon the merits of the ease entirely. 


Other senators took part in the de- 


bate, the Alger amendment to include 
Lake Erie nnd Lake Huron in the eligi- 
ble list of lakes being thrown out. Sen- 
ator Hopkins objected to tlic Quarles 
amendment as doing away with the old 
board, which wus certainly the direct ob- 
ject of the Wisconsin men and the secur- 
ing of a fresh commission unprejudiced 
who would give Racine the chance de- 
nied it by the first commission. Sena- 
tor Hopkins argued the naval secretary 
accepted the recommendation 
of 
the 


commission ns definite enough and that 
the reason other sites were mentioned 
was because the prior of the Lake Bluff 
site was so high. In the figure to in- 
clude Put-in-Bay in the 'eligibles Sena- 
tor Foraker said the decision of 
the 


commission had been explicable, to him 
because it wns'contrury to both the law 
and instructions of the secretary, their 
assorted principle thai; the'station must 
he in the ttates of the. middle west and 
near a center of population. This decis- 
ion he snid had barred out Put-in-Bay. 
Tho-Ohio senator declared a harbor at 
Lake. Bluff would cost $5,000,000.' 


Senator Spooner took n hand during 


tho debate to, assist in 
the 
obituary 


services of the Lake Bluff site and enliv- 
ened matters .with.a humorous touch. 
It now has every appearance Wisconsin 
will win out nnd the labor of our sena-

ed with success in the appointment of a 
new commission which will do this state 
justice.

Then again the govern- 
ment through its ateady and continual 
output ot pamphlets bearing upon mat- 
ters .agricultural, giving the results of 
experiments,, of new varieties of plants 
and food products, is supplying our agri- 
culturalists with the 
very 
latest in 


their lines, precisely as does a news bu- 
reau supply 
its'newspaper customers 


with the latest in the news line. There 
is no question but what the efforts of 
the government the past decade through 
its agricultural department at Washing- 
ton to keep the people informed and to 
supply them with tile newest in the way 
of new varieties, has resulted in adding 
a very material percentage to the net 
profits of the average farm. ' 


The government in its "experimental 


stations co-operates with the experimen- 
tal stations of the different states. 
Through them is disseminated the re- 
sults of the efforts of the government's 
trained experts, and in fact an exchange 
well kept up. In this connection the, ap- 
proaching annual convention of the Wis- 
consin experimental association is to be 
noticed. 
This event "it" dated for . Fcb' 


ruary 3rd arid 4tb at the state capitol 
and. a goodly sized, attendance is confi- 
dently expected. This station has been 
at work during the past year engaged in 
experiments of various kinds, but prin- 
cipally upon grains, bean and fornge 
plants and substantial results are the 
result of the work of Professor Moore 
and his assistants; 


This state station has accomplished 


some highly valuable work since its in- 
ception and has richly repaid the Wis- 
consin people for any expenses incurred. 
Through the information gathered anil 
as the results of experiments of its own 
and disseminated, Professor Moore says: 
"The loss in the oat crop from smut in 
the last three years has been decreased 
from 20 to 7.2 per cent, thus saving the 
farmers of the state over $5,000,000 an- 
nually. Experiments in the growing of 
Swedish oats,>|||y beans and alfalfa had 
proved highly" satisfactory and 
would 


probably result -in bringing thousands of 
dollars to the''pockets'j>f the Wisconsin 
farmers during the next few years. L«st 
year, Professor Moore said 250,000 bush- 
els of Swedish oats, the best grain of. 
this kind known, were grown in this 
state, the original seed received from the 
government three years ago being only 
four pounds. .The, association this year 
is planning to carry on same extensive 
experiments ip • corn growing." 


NOT FOR SENATOR 


While Congressman Shafroth, Demo- 


crat, resigned his . seat because he fully 
realized frauds wei* committed in the 
elections, it is but 'fair to give him cred- 
it for anticipating the consequent ^con- 
test. In no previous affair of this sort 
hfls n sitting iiicmbcr resigned even when. 
convinced he really had no good title, 
for n ' prompt resignation stives a pro- 
longed contest and the treasury some 
money. This- Colorado gentleman set 
his party associates a good example, for 
member after member of Ms party' hold 
their, seats in congress by virtue of un- 
blushing frauds at the polls in the south- 
ern states. But it will not be followed 
even by Senator Teller of his state. 


It is asserted and with probable truth 


tnat the very .same frauds committed in 
the Denver election on the face of re- 
turns elected Mr. Shafroth, elected in the 
same manner legislators who were suffic- 
ient in number to send Henry C. Teller 
to tlie L'nitcd States senate. But Sena- 
tor Teller declares he will 
not resign, 


that the senators are the sole judges of 
the rights of its members to seats, and 
his credentials have been passed upon 
long ago. Further declares this senator 
sent by virtue of frauds ns is now claim- 
ed .the legislature that elected him, was 
also sole judge of the qualifications of 
members and after n bitter struggle de- 
cided that matter. It may bo remember- 
ed the legislature did after a bitter strug- 
gle admit the members whose seats had 
been contested, nnd members elected by 
the fraudulent votes that Congressman, 
rather now ex-Congressman Shafroth re- 
fuses to take advantage of. If any one 
contested the seat of Henry C. Teller, 
senatorial courtesy would most likely 
sit down hard upon the contestant, so 
while the house would purge itself, the 
senate seldom if ever does.

Xo differ- 
ence how meritorious R linv ntpy be nor 
ho\v greatly it- is needed,, some lawyer 
will be found who will question every 
plu-nse. nnd punctuation mark nnd exer- 
cise every ingenuity that its purpose 
may be defeated, that evildoers mny es- 
cape, its penalties. As long as a man 
has money to pay the bills it holds ns n 
general rule that he can keep out of 
jail through delays, technicalities and 
subterfuges." 


This censure is hardly deserved, for so 


long as our law codes, civil an^ criminal, 
are specifically constructed to permit of 
these technicalities and evasions of jus- 
tice, certainly the lawyers will utilize 
such. It; might be better npt to use the 
wJrd specifically, but tit nil event*, our 
laws arc so constructed nnd otir codes 
so gotten ^up. that the slightest error 
anywheres will vitiate a long' trial and 
enable a shrowd attorney 
to. clear n 


client guilty to High heaven, or lo se- 
ciu'c « verdict in a civil cnse, wholly .un- 
warranted, in the eyes of justice. But 
of'course, if one aays it is not justice, 
but law f,bc state-ninis fit, Sor'it >i the 
state nnd nation which creates ull au- 
thority and permits the degradation of 
justice atid.elevatM Ihe practice of,tech- 
nicality, (wliV then there is nothing move

THE REVELATIONS otr PRESIDENT 


SMITH. 


' The, senators as well as the people of 
the United States now have before them 
some plain statements, affecting the ,re- 
lations of the' Mormon church towards 
the body politic. " This exposition con- 
cerning the church of Biiffixm Young 
goes deep into the very vitals of the re- 
public. The essential principle asserted 
by dominance of church-.over civil au- 
thority cannot be assented to as coming 
from ,any religious sect. It lias been one 
of the corner stones of our institutions 
and -has been 
acquiesced in by all 


churches because of its essential fairness 
and because the highest welfare-of all 
citizens ns well as the vital principle of 
a triic liberty is'thus best assured and 
best conserved.

The statement of President Smith of 


the Mormon church brought out in the 
proceedings- to test the fitness of Sena- 
tor Smoot ot Utah to a scat in the sen- 
ate. Mr. Smpqt himself having but one 
wife, elicited the following confession or 
admissions summed up concisely: 


Smoot forced to gain consent of the 


Mormon church before, he could even be- 
come a candidate for the United States 
senate; 


Smoot's every act subject to the be- 


hest of the Mormon church. 


Smith admits he himself hns five 


wives and lives with and supports all ol 
them. 


Defies the law in so doing, but prefers 


to take chances rather than desert big 
plural family. 


President Smith admits the law and 


command of the church would-take pre- 
cedence of the civil law and that he 
would obey the church first. 


It 
follows therefore that Senator 


Smoot if remaining a senator represents 
in full the Mormon church and not tbe 
people of Utah. This is decidedly un- 
American and is repugnant to our insti- 
tutions. It is unfair to non-professing 
Christians as it is unjust to ohurchfcs 
other than the Mormon church; for no 
other church in this land asserts or lias 
ever asserted its supremacy over the 
civil law. 


NO CAPITOL REMOVAL.

the removal of the capital to Milwaukee.

and threats, Mayor Bowlus called on 
3ov. Hcrrick^for state troops. Eight 
jompanies of militia were ordered out. 


POLICE SEEMED HELPLESS". 


Throughout the day there had been 
'ague unrest in every quarter .of the: 
city. The body of the lynched negro was 
;aken from the telegraph 'pole nt 
3 


o'clock yesterday morning and placed 
n a little undertaking shop. ' Through 
;h'e forenoon fully 10,000 people went 
nl-o see it. The police became alarmed, • 
jut seemed lielpless to meet the emer- 
gency. 


At noon the undertaking office, wan 


closed. But the crowds on the street | 


did not disperse. At nightfall there 
were reports of threatened trouble fly 
ing t]uck and fast, and the crowds on 
the street grew larger. Then came a 
rumor that the negroes -would attempt 
to burn, the city, aid the,insurance men 
appealed to Mayor Bowlus to protect 
them.. The police were in a state bor 
dering on panic after -their horrible ex- 
perience nt the jail the' night before 
They had been without sleep, were ner- 
vous, and at a high-tension. They also 
turned to tlie mayor, nnd a meeting o: 
the city council was called. Meantime 
the rioting had begun 'and it was seen 
that only troops could prevent serious 
trouble. 
' At 11:20 the threats of the mob, fre 
quently made through the day and even- 
ing, finally were made good, and a vol- 
ume of fla,mo was seen to shoot up from 
the rear of a place occupied by "Tec" 
Thomas, ti saloon keeper. For half an 
hour..previous the mob had amused it- 
self by shooting at the front of the 
building from a distance of not more 
than 100 feet. -The fire spread both ways 
from Thomas' place. '

Pioneer Resident of ttalera Falls While 


Currying Lighted x«mp. 


Mrs. Betsey Riple'y, widow of the late 


Samuel Bipley and a pioneer resident of 
the town of Salem, was burned to death 
at the home of her son, Everett Ripley, 
a half mile south of Salem station, just 
before 11 o'clock Wednesday night.

SHOULD BE AH INVESTIGATION "

-3VL4DISON, March 10.—That 
there 


ought to be an official investigation of 
tKe origin of the flre, iwhich partially 
destroyed the itate capitol, and burned 
up 80 many priceless records, in,the uni- 
versal opinion here. The newspaper ex-, 
pretiions on tliis 'matter have been bas- 
ed upon the developments which have oc- 
curred .indicating that there i» no cer- 
tainty on the part of the administration 
authorities, us the governor stated in 
hig announcement of plans, ag to how 
the fire originated. 
Neither baa there 


been any disposition on the part of the 
governor or the superintendent of pub- 
lic property to 'satisfy the public demand 
that the cause of the flre and the lack 
of ample fire protection be inquired into. 
Jeremiah E. McCarthy, who 
was 
in 


charge'of the university pumping station 
on the night of the flre, has resigned, 
upon the suggestion of the university 
authorities. It ie^an open secret here 
that the system of flre protection, for 
which the city'has paid 916,000, was 
out ot service the night of • the 
fire. 


There appears to be no question that if 
the watchmen'had been alert and the 
tank on the university hill filled with 
water, the fire could: have been subdued 
with but little damage. 


AT LOSS FOR MOTIVE. 


What the motive, of the governor and 


the other capitol officials can be in dis- 
couraging this investigation can only 
be conjectured.; The action of the uni- 
versity authorities in asking a man to 
resign, who had been in the employ of 
the institution for many years, and the 
seeming willingness of those about the 
capitol.to; avoid the subject entirely, 
would tend to show that some responsi- 
bility • has been secretly attached to 
someone. Inasmuch as valuable records, 
owned by :the ^people* of the state! were 
destroyed, it is only fair to the people 
of the state to let them know whether 
the fire was the result of gross careless- 
ness or not. 


Efforts have been made to attach the 


responsibility 'to the Madison flre de- 
partment, which, did splendid service as 
soon as it was'called. This attempt is 
resented by the .city authorities wlio are 
earnest in their request for a thorough 
investigation which they b'elievc will 
fully exonerate ttie "department from any 
criticism. -If.'ng' action is taken by the 
administration^, within whose power it 
lies, it .wouldf appear that the authori- 
ties arc content to remain in ignorance, 
ior else desire "to-keep secret'the cause 
of the fire which »o impoverished the 
state departments and caused such a tre- 
mendous loss ;to; the taxpayers of Wis- 
consin. 


ALLIED "POWERS FIRST 


Ten'Yisars Before United States 


Will Begin to Share in 


Venezuelan Award. 


WASHINGTON, March 10.—The offic- 


ial copy ' of^ tlje decisibn of The Hague 
tribunal in the Venezuelan "ease has just 
been 'received at the -state" department. 


The cost to the United States for its 


share of the expemics of the tribunal 
will amount to $1,800. The government 
must also, pay fees of its own special 
counsel in the cose which will amount to 
a great deal more than the above fig- 
ure. 


The total of the claims allowed against 


Venezuela is in the 
neighborhood of 


$10,000,000 about half of which goes to 
the allied powers, and until they 
are 


paid, the United States and associated 
powers get nothing. The estimated 30 
per cent receipts of customs dues which 
Venezuela is to apply to the payments 
of these claims is about $400,000 per an- 
num so that it may be nearly ten years, 
unless business increases, before the noii- 
nllied powers will begin to receive their 
awards. 
.

in a box car containing gasoline which 
caught flre at Branch intersection, ten 
miles east of this city today. Two oth- 
ers, George Klinger of Harrisburg, and 
William 0. , Liter, ot Lewigton, barely 
escaped with their lives, their bodies and 
clothes being badly burned. • 


The men were employed on the Penn- 


sylvania railroad improvements at En- 
ola, and were being sent to /Bainbridge 
to clear the ice from the tracks. One 
of the cars in which twenty-six men 
were carried contained five barrels o.f 
gasoline and other lighting materials to 
be used for night work. The men were 
nearly all asleep as the train was pulling 
into Branch intersection. One of the 
men struck a match to .light his pipe 
while near one of the gasoline barrels. 
A spark must have landed on the bar- 
rel, for in an instant the interior of the 
car was a fiery-furnace. 


The men awakened by the intense heat 


could not at once realize their situation. 
There was a scramble to get out, but 
four 
were 
unsuccessful. 
They 
were 


trampled on by the others and their bod- 
ies were afterward found burned' to a 
crisp.
